F'ailure to claim the cor¬ 
rect personal exemption for State 
income ta.x purposes Is apparently 
occasioned by the misapprehen¬ 
sion of taxpayers that the person¬ 
al exemption of $766 for single 
individuals and $1,500 for married 
individuals allowed under the 
Federal Revenue Act is the full 
amount allowable under the State 
act.
